common with myself feel that it is 
bad business, and bad policy, as well 
as lack of knowledge of human nature, 
to antagonize a good cause by telling 
the public of any manor woman who 
iefu»e.s lo contribute to it. And righ 
here will any that 1 know tbe "rather 
ptomjnent citizen" referied to, and 
his wife, and I bave never known 
either of them 
unwilling to coutri* 


bute to any cause, for the good of 
their native town. 


In my opinion it U seldom advis- 


able to tackle a busy man in his 
office, bank, shop, store or factory for 
a contribution to anytning, no mat- 
ter what it Is.

stances I believe he would prefer the 
advent and conversation of the Evil 
One, to that of a lagging woman.

VERMIN INFESTED 


Astounding Condition* Revealed by 


Workmen at the Poor Home. 


Doyleatown, July 30. 


Coutractoi 
Trefflnger 
has 
had 


(roubles of his own with the contract 
given him to make tbe needed repairs 
at the County Home. He flist had 
trouble in getting the contract ap- 
proved, but that seemed a small mat- 
ter compared with the tiouble-he met 
when he actually started tbe work. 
It seems, from tbe astounding tale 
told by some ol bis workmen, that 
much of the unsanitary condition 
complained of at the County Home 
has arisen from tlie utter neglect to 
keep it in a condition any where 
near cleanliness and tlie description 
of the upper floor, as given by those 
who personally saw it is not'flt for 
publication. 'Suffice it 
to say that 


among the specimens were all sorts 
of vermin of loathsome chaiacter, In- 
describable filth and an abundance of 
old rags and old vermin infested cloth- 
ing. One room in which there was 
a water closet it is alleged had not 
been opened for many years and sev- 
eral of the inmates said that there 
had been no attempt at house clean- 
ing for over seven year*. Naturally 
the inquiry is being made at tbe 
county seat, "What has the Board of 
Visitors appointed by the court and 
paid by the taxpayers been doing?" 
Aiidirit does'seem peculiar that these 
teriible conditioBS have escaped the 
notice of the directors and visitors. 
The only answei seems to be the gen- 
erally accepted tbeoiy here that no 
actual, thorough inspection of the 
County Home has ever been made 
and that tlie steward's word that all 
was right up stairs and things as 
clean there as they were down stairs 
has been accented and no Inspection 
made, but in the light of tbe revela- 
tions made by the workmen there it 
is to be hoped that In the future the 
Board of visitors, who are appointed 
for that special duty, 
will make 


some effort to see that things are at 
least clean for with all the 
inmates 


that are in the County Home, while 
it is true they are not able to do hard 
manual labor theretore certainly enough 
who are pbyscially able to keep things 
clean. 


Some idta of the conditions may be 


had from the alleged conduct of the 
wife of one of tbe mechanics working 
tbere. It is said that as soon as she 
found out what the conditions were 
<he took a comeplete outfit for him 
and placed in tbe wood shed and 
made him make a complete change 
from head to foot before she would al- 
low him to enter the bouse and at 
Unit she found a dug or two. It 
would seem that it is a good thing 
that the old building is to be renova- 
ted and made sanitary but what of 
those who aie in charge and supposed 
to keep things in good order and 
cleanliness, should not they be reno- 
vated too? And let us have a Board 
of Visitors trho will take sufficient 
time to inspect the whole building 
whether it is the old one or tbe new 
one and either let the good dinner 
they always get wait until they are 
through with their work 01 else eat 
the dinner first and 
inspect after- 


wards, but by all means inspect and 
inspect thoroughly for tbere may be 
other deficiencies.

Tbe flag of thirteen stars and thir- 


teen stripes was adopted by congress 
on June 14, 1777.

first arranged in a circle, but a few 
years Inter were placed In rows. After 
tlie admission of Vermont and Ken- 
tucky to the Union the number of 
stars and stripes was Increased to fif- 
teen each on May 1. 170B. the law to 
that effect hoinff ^iRued by President 
Washington Jan. 13.

Tbe flag re- 
mained in tunt form through our wars 
wl*b France, with Tripoli Hi»d with 
England, on the first voyage of an

Gangrene. 


Gangrene Is tbe death of a part o 


the living body. Sometimes It results 
from an injury, sucb as burning o 
frostbite or from a surgical opera 
(ton. Sometimes It Is tbe consequent 
of a physical condition, witb sue] 
causes as diabetes or senility or em 
holism. Whatever tbe cause or what 
ever form it takes, It means that thi 
obstruction to circulation has been so 
complete us to prevent local nltrition 
and to bring about the death of tbe 
part. At Impaired circulation is at th 
root of tlie trouble, the treatment must 
try to restore the circulation and com 
bat tbe inflammation 
Local heat is 


the best means of restoring the circu- 
lation 
Hot bottles or warm irrlga 


tton<! or blindages of hot flannels may 
be used 
Gangrene Is not a matter 


for home treatment except under tbe 
constant and watchful care of tbe phy- 
sician, foi In many cases operation Is 
the only means of saving life. 


The Foot of the Reindeer. 


The foot of the relodeer 1s most pe- 


culiar In construction 
It is cloven 


through the middle, and each half 
curved upward In front 
It Is slightly 


elongated and capable of a consider 
able amount of expansion. 
When 


(laced on un irregular surface which 
k difficult to traverse, tbo animal con 
tracts the feet into a sort of claw, by 
which a Hrm hold is secured 
Wben 


moving rapidly the two portions of tbe 
foot us It Is lifting strike together, the 
hoofs making a continuous clattering 
noise, which may be beard at a consid- 
erable distance 
It Is this peculiarity 


of the feet that makes tbe reindeer so 
sure footed and so valuable In rocky 
and uneven country, where almost any 
other anmal would prove a failure as 
a beast of burden. 


Perilous Chewing. 


One of tbe troubles of moat European 


armies is tbat those soldiers who can 
get bold of It Insist on using that ter- 
rible explosive cordite as if It were a 
sort of chewing gum. Its popularity Is 
due to the fact that when chewed In 
small quantities It bas a stimulating 
and exhilarating effect, like small doses 
of alcohol. 
Its taste, too. hi sweet, 


cordite being three-fifths nitroglycerln. 
an explosive which is sugary to the 
taste. 
When cbewed in large quantl 


ties cordite becomes more poVerful 
In Its effects, bringing on a blissful 
state of ecstasy and sometimes mak- 
ing the victim of the habit see visions. 
But tbe real danger of Oie habit lira 
hi the fact that though nltroglycerln 
will only explode when given a very 
bard blow or touched by an electric 
epark. {Gere Is always a possibility that 
the grinding of exceptionally hard teeth 
might provide the necessary hard blow. 
Within the last few years at least 
three soldiers—two German and one 
Austrian—have been blown to bits, the 
use of cordite as a chewing gum being 
the suspected cause.
